WHEREAS  by  the  “Foreign  Deserters  Act,  1852,” 
it  is  provided  that  whenever  it  is  made  to 
appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  due  facilities  are  or  will 
be  given  for  recovering  and  apprehending  seamen  who 
desert  from  British  merchant  ships  in  the  territories 
of  any  foreign  power.

And  whereas  it  hath  been  made  to  appear  to  Her 
Majesty  that  due  facilities  for  recovering  and  appre- 
hending seamen  (not  being  Danish  subjects)  who 
desert  from  British  merchant  ships  in  territories 
belonging  to  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark,  will 
be  given  under  an  Agreement  between  the  Govern- 
ments of  Great  Britain  and  Denmark,  signed  at  Lon- 
don on  the  21st  of  June,  1881. 


NOW,  THEREFORE,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  of 
the  powers  vested  in  Her  by  the  said  “Foreign 
Deserters  Act,  1852,”  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Her  Privy  Council,  is  jileased  to  order  and  declare,

crime  in  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  he  may  be  detained 
until  he  has  been  tried  by  a competent  Court,  and 
until  his  sentence  (if  any)  has  been  fully  carried  into 
effect.
